THE LUTHERAN SUMMER CAMP 

While this worthy project which is being sponsored by the 
Lutheran Women’s League of our Synod has not been mentioned 
before in this bulletin, much has already been accomplished towards 
its realization. A beautiful camp site of twelve acres has been pur¬ 
chased near Husavik,, south of Gimli; a well has been dug, lumber 
ordered, and construction of the five initial buildings will be com¬ 
menced as soon as the ground dries sufficiently to permit operations. 
Our well known Sveinn Palmason is in charge of the construction. 
The different communities are sponsoring the various buildings; 
thus the Arborg community will be responsible for the erection of 
one of the dormatories; and Gimli-Riverton for another. The Win¬ 
nipeg members of the Camp Committee have undertaken to solicit 
funds for the construction of a combined kitchen and dining room 
building at an estimated cost of from $1,500 to $2,000. Langruth 
will sponsor the building of a hospital hut, and a sponsor is yet to be 
found for a staff house. Fifty doubledecker bedsteads have been 
purchased, together with a number of tables, a stove and various 
other utensils. Thus it is obvious that much has been done, but 
much more remains to be accomplished. Local members of the Camp 
Committee are: Mrs. Henrickson, 977 Dominion; Mrs. Benson, 575 
Home Street; Mrs. Perry, 723 Warsaw; Mrs. Finnson, 505 Beverley, 
and Mrs. Gray, 1125 Valour Road. Contributions may be sent to any 
of the above ladies for this project.

Where possible, each kind of clothing should be packed separ¬ 
ately—.men’s wear, women’s wear, children’s wear, bedding, shoes, 
etc. 

Shoes should be in good condition—resoled and heeled, if neces¬ 
sary, and tied in pairs with strong laces. 

Make a duplicate list of all articles. Put one list in the ship¬ 
ment. Send the other list to the warehouse chairman, Rev. G. A. 
Heimann, Room 100,, Union Station, Winnipeg. 

Wrap or tie the packages or boxes securely. Label them plainly 
with the warehouse address. Send them, prepaid, by parcel post, 
express or freight. 

Churches in or near Winnipeg may deliver directly to the ware¬ 
house; but all goods should be packed, not loose. 

Please note that we are not collecting food at the present. 

The clothing campaign is being financed by funds from Lutheran 
World Action (National Lutheran Council) and the Peace Thank- 
Offering (Missouri Synod). However, cash contributions may be 
direct to “Canadian Lutheran World Relief” c/o Mr. T. O. Herzer, 
Treasurer, 460 Main St., Winnipeg.
